Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on September 29, 2006 has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Claims 1-1 1 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee.

In the specification, 

Page 3, line 30, replace "Figures 1 to 5" with the phrase ~ Figures 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 -. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set fourth in Claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of "a light source, the source comprising magnetic means designed to create a static magnetic 
field inside the chamber, the respective values of the static magnetic field and of the frequency 
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of the electromagnetic wave being predetermined in such a way as to cause an electron 
cyclotron resonance inside the chamber, source characterized in wherein the magnetic means 
are formed by at least one permanent magnet substantially enveloped by the chamber and 
wherein the emitter, the antenna and the magnet are disposed with respect to the chamber in 
such a way as to free a solid angle of at least 2tt steradians for the light. " 

The prior art of record of Kurachi et al., US PG Pub. NO. 2004/0140746, disclose a light 
source comprising magnetic means however, Kurachi fails to teach the magnetic means being 
permanent magnets. Similarly, Spero et al (US Patent No. 3,911,318) discloses a similar device 
without a permanent magnet nor the electro magnets being enclosed within the chamber. 
Finally, Japanese Publication 2001-210489 (Takashi) discloses a similar device with permanent 
magnets. However, the magnets are exterior to the chamber and do not allow "a solid angle of 
at least 2 tt steradians for the light" as the magnets, themselves, block a portion of that light. 
There is no motivation to replace the electromagnet of Kurachi with a permanent magnet or to 
move the magnets of Takashi out of the light emitting region as this would change the operation 
of the two devices. 

Regarding Claims 2-1 1 , they are allowable for the reasons given in Claim 1 
because of their dependency status on Claim 1 .
